perpetrated on them by hypooritical whites, 
“who regard the black man as having been 
created in order that they might exploit him 
for their own advantage.” Incidentally he 


Labour who retain their faith in his statesman- 
like qualities, domiciled on the veldt. He goes 
oat in the morning to earn a living by the 
aweat of his brow, not by declamations against 
capital and military force. As he sets forth 
kaowing that the natives have a knack of 
descending like wolves on the fold, he dis- 
covers that firearms have their uses. He thinks. 
with regret of the policemen in Palace-yard 
and of the two stalwart Life Guards doing 

nothing in Whitehall ; he wonders whether his 
home will be as he left it when he retarna, 

His home is liable to be burnt ; his children to 
beslain ; his wifé to be subjected to outrage. 

There is no help far or near. The authorities, 
let us suppose, have taken his advice. They 
have refrained from killing natives. No more 
money is being spent on punitive forces. Each 
Colonist is left to defend himself and his 
beloved possessions. We should like to hear 
Mr.Hardie’s observations in such circumstances. 
Would his homanitarianism uphold him? 
Would he remain a lover of his brother Zaln ? 
Would he continae to believe that the black 
peril is a myth of the Colonist’s fancy ? 

It is 80 easy, 80 pitifally easy, for Mr. Keir 
Hardie and all Pro-Boers and Pro-Zalus and 
Pro-any-enemies-of-their country to write fiery 
letters and deliver fiery speeches, and then go 
to bed in the blissfal knowledge that if some 
naughty little boy raps their door without 
cause they will be able to fetch a policeman 
from round the corner. They are the first 
people to howl if they are strack, but s0 long 
as their own sking are safe there is no ending 
to their denunciation of the brother English- 
man who hits out in self-detence. Illogical, 
crazy, selfish, small-minded, distorted creatares 
they are properly considered, the real dregs of 
the people. If one and all they took up their 
camps and deposited themselves in some desert 
place—South Africa or elsewhere—their conn- 
try would be the purer and better for the 
riddance, while the spot whereon they settled 
would soon be no worse: the native inhabi- 
tante would see to that. 

Oar indignation is not roused by ths few 
who, honestly believing that such-and-soch a 
war Or campaign is unjust, fight against it 
while it is but imminent, and when it is cer- 
tain drop their voices and say no more. Unjust’ 
wars there have been—unjust wars there will 
be so long as fallible man remains on the earth. 
Let us try to prevent them to the utmost of 
our power. Bat, whea once they have been 
undertaken, let us,in the name of humanity 
as well as national pride and virtue, abstain 
from encouraging the foe. 

In this case there is no injastice. If Mr. 
Keir Hardie sees injustice where none exists, 
that is the fault of bis intel igance rather than 
of his heart. But his abuse of England, his 
encouragement and glorification of criminal 
Egyptians and Zalos athbirst for blood, are 
aberrations of character which cut him off from 
the society of all patriotic, of all right-minded 
Englishmen.

The coast guards have confiscated 1,400 
kilos of hashish on the Red Sea coast. The 
Ministry of the Interior has received informa- 
tion to the effect that the coast guards have 
confiscated 14 camels laden with 1,042 kilos of 
hashish at Ghahat El Youha, near Saez. 


Cotton in Palestine. 


The British vice-consul at Jaffs laments 
that all the efforts made by a Liverpool 
firm to promote the cultivation of cotton in 
Palestine have been fruitless, even though 
labour costs bata shilling per day and land is 
one-tenth the price of Egyptian Jand. The chief 
cause of ths failure is said by the consul to 
be the incapacity,and laziness of the nativer. 


Destitute Pilgrims. 


On the order of the Turkish Governor of 
Jeddah 4: 2 destitate Moorieh pilgrims who were 
at that town, left by a sailing craft for Suakin 
and have arrived there in a pitiable condition. 
The qaarantine agent at Suakin telegraphed 
the news to the Quarantine Board at Alexan- 
dria, which has ordered the pilgrims to be 
placed onder observation for ten days and 
requested the Egyptian Government to provide 
them with victuals and with the means for 
their return home. 


Cattle Plague. 


Daring the week ended Jaly 8, fifteen cases 
of cattle plague were notified in Egypt, nine of 
which occarred ia the province of Minieh and 
six in Ghirgeh. According to the weekly official 
bulletin which is published by the Pablic 
Health Department, one of these cases occarred 
at Rayayna and two at Sawalem, both cf the 
Tahta district, and one in the town of Tahta, of 
Ghirgeh province. In Minieh five cases were 
notified at Falt and four at Koleah, both in the 
Fashn district. 


Automobiles in the Desert. 


The United States Consul-General, Mr. L. 
M. Iddings, reporting from Cairo, says that 
the prospects of the use of automobiles are 
better. Motors can at present be used only in 
and about Alexandria and Cairo, bat the 
desert offers almost natural roads, and it is 
eatimated that it will coat only from five to 
ten dollars per mile to make them parfect. 
The experiment has succeeded so far, and 
police inspection formerly made on camels, 
and taking six weeks for each trip, can now 
be made in two weeks. 


An Arabic Poet. 


M. Nacime El Azard, who composed some 
Arabic verses commemorating the marriage of 
King Alfonso XIII. and Queen Victoria of Spain 
and their preservattion from deatb, has received 
the following letter from the King’s private

THE SITUATION IN EGYPT. 
SIR E. GREY'S IMPORTANT STATEMENT 
FULL TEXT OF 


SPEECH. 


(FRoM oUR CoRRESPONDEDT.) 
House or Commons, Lonpon, Jaly 6. 


By old Parliamentary hands yesterday will 
be remembered as an important day—in fact, 
one of the most important since the present 
Government came into office. It is quite 
possible, however, that those who have only 
recently joined the ranks at Westminster did 
not attach a great deal of importance to the 
calm, temperate, and telling appeal made by 
Sir Edward Grey, the Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, but, jadging by the articles which 
have appeared this morning in the daily papers 
all of which are unanimous im their approval 
of Sir Eiward Grey’s firm attitade in very 
trying circumstances, it must now be patent 
to all the world that thse present Government 
have every intention of supporting the autho- 
rities in Egypt in their condact of the an- 
tortanate outbreak at Denishwai. 

In the earlier part of the evening the Foreign 
Minister was by himself on the Treasury 
Bench, evidently suspicious of the tactics of 
the Irish irreconcilables and their friends, who 
were desirous of embarrassing the Government 
over this episode. Lord Cromer had been for 
sometime an onlooker from the Peers’ Gallery. 
Sir Edward Grey, seeing that the right moment 
had arrived, commenced his statement. The 
word went round the preciccts of the House 
that the Foreign Micister was “talking,” when 
there was at once a general entrance of mem- 
bers to hear what he had to say. He spoke 
with intense gravity, earnestness, and slow- 
ness, and said :— 

I rise now, not because I wish to reply on 
the Congo debate at present, but in order to 
make a short statement and an appeal to the 
House on a subject which has been touched on 
by Sir C. Dilke, and which is, if the House 
will only realise it, the most serious subject 
yet touched upon this evening—I mean the 
qnestion of the present position in Egypt. Sir 
C. Dilke spoke of the immense harm done by 
the first impression given by the report of the 
way in which those sentences on Egyptian 
natives were carried oat. I understood the 
House, when the sentences were first announc- 
ed, to accept my statement that the tribunal 
had been the highest possible, and its character 
such as to guarantee that the trial had been 
fair. But that was followed by an account in 
the Press of the way in which the sentences 
were carried ont. I am perfectly well aware of | 
the painful impression produced by that 
acccunt. & gave rise to two impressions, per- 
haps to three. One impression was that in 
executing the sentences the men who were to 
be hanged were compelled to look on while the | 
others were being flogged, so that the last thing | 
they saw was the sight of other men being , 


flogged. The second impression was, that the | 
execntion of the sentences had been deliberately 
protracted, so that it lasted for a period of | 
three hours. I am told the third impression was 

that the population had been compelled to 

attend and witness the executions. When | 

read that account in the Press, | made up my 

mind at once that, with a short account like | 
that, the only fair and sensible thing to do ' 
was to say and think nothing until a fall re- | 
port of the whole circumstances had beea | 
received from our responsible representative in ; 
Egypt, and those concerned in the case. I; 
still ask the House to wait for a fall report, but | 
I have enoagh information to enable me to dis- 

pose of these three points. [tis not the case that ; 
any single one of the condemne1 men witness: | 
ed the sentences being carried out on the 
others. They were kept apart, in separate tents, 
and special pains were taken to prevent this. 
In the next place, the sentences were carried 
ont with the greatest expedition possible ander 
all the circamstances of the case. The execa- 
tions did not last for threa hours, but all ware 
carried oat in ona hoar. In the third place, no 
one not on duty waz compelled to attend, and 


ey 


of this subject until they hava more papers. 
(Hear, hear.) But that is not the more serious 
ground, All this year fanatical feeling in 
Egypt has been on the increase. It has not been 
confined to Egypt, but has spread along the 
north of Africa. It was for that reason that a 
little time ago the garrison had to be increased. 
The attack on the British cfiicers recently ia 
something which would never have occurred 
only a little time ago, and would not have 
occurred now bat for the fanatical feeling 
which has spread in Egypt during this year. 
Since that attack took place, and even before 
the trial of those condemned, one or two 
disagreeable and signifisant attacks had been 
made upon, I think, British subjects, or, at any 
rate, Europeans, by natives. We may be on 
the eve of farther measures necessary to 
protect Europeans in Egypt, and for the House 
of Commons to qaestion the decision of a 
tribonal composed of the highest English 
and Egyptian jadges in Egypt, is bound to 
have the effect of weakening the authority 
of the Egyptian Government. (Cheers.) As 
things are now, I say deliberately and with a 
fall sense of responsibility, that if the House of 
Commons does anything at this moment to 
weaken or destroy the authority of the Govern- 
ment as it exists in Egypt yon will be face to 
face with a very serious situation, because if: 
the fanatical feeling in Egypt gets the better 
of the constituted authority of the Egyptian 
Government you are then face to tace with the 
necessity for extreme measures. The work done 
by Lord Cromer has been widely recognised. If 
you compare Egypt to-day with the Egypt of 
twenty-five years ago, 1 doobt whether in any 
generation you will find the lot of the common 
people improved so mach as that of the Egyp- 
tian people. (Cheers). 1 know very well that 
the House is not going to allow the work to be 
swept away by a rash of tanatical passion. 
(Cheers.) I have promised fall papers, not 
because [ doubt the fairness of the trial, but 
because when a wrong impression has once got 
afoot the only chance of removing it is to pub- 
lish the fallest possible information. I know 
the House is determined not to allow the work 
done in Egypt to be undone, but if we say 
anything indebate now to weaken the anutho- 
rity of the Egyptian Government, they may 
find themselves at any moment forced to take 
other measures—unconstitutional measures, 
which we are bound to take in an emergency, 
bat which no one would regret more than the 
present Government and the present House of 
Commons, though they might be compelled to 
do so. (Cheers.) 

At the end of his statement cheers of appro- 
val rose from a!l parts of the Honse, save from 
the few irreconcilables. The impression created 
by his remarks was excellent, and when mem- 
bers left at the close of the debate they went 
away feeling that the Government was behind 
the authorities in Egypt, and determined to 
support them in their intention to suppress 
any lawless outbreaks in Egypt. 

Earl Percy expressed satisfaction at the fall 
statement which the Foreign Secretary had 
made, and thought the House might have every 
confilence in leaving the matter to the jadg- 
ment and discretion of Lord Cromer. 

Despite Sir E. Grey’s appeal, Mr. Dillon in- 
dalged in a violent attack upon the existing 
régime in Egypt.

FANATICISM IN EGYPT.

AN ARTICLE BY MUSTAPHA KAMEL. 


Paris, Jaly 11. 
The “Figaro” publishes a long article by 
Mustapha Pacha Kamel attacking the methods 
of the English and asserting that M ussalman 
fanaticism does not exist in Egypt. (Havas) 


A cotraspondent writes :—I am interested, 
and indeed amused, by the attempts of the 
Nationalist Press to disprove all the accusa- 
tions of fanaticism that have recently been 
levelled at the Egyptian Moslems. Personally, 
while not much alarmed by the violent lan- 
guage ased by “Al Omma’” during the Tark- 
ish crisis, or by the exaggerated dread of a 
Pan-Islamic outbreak, I have kept my eyes 
and ears open daring the last few months with 
results that I can only qualify as surprising. 
Theamount of anti-European talk that has 
bees going on in cafés, in the streets, in the 
Arab dancing halls, wherever, in fact, large 
ntmbers of town Moslems congregate, would 
dtive into hysterical terror those good people 
who forget that the unkind proverb ‘El Masri 
yekhaf wa ma yikhtishish,” first uttered by 
some Csirene Solomon, is in many cases almost 
literally trne. r 

Now the fact that Moslem history is a 
history of war between Moslem and non- 
Moslem, and that the teaching of the Koran 
is essentially military, must be taken into 
account in considering the present state of 
6ffairs. The majority of lower-class Moslems is 
totally uneducated, except for a more or less 
imperfect kaowledge of the Koran. Non- 
Moslems, therefore, who are resident in Mos- 
lem countries are always inclined, and with 
reason, to suspect that a feeling of resentment 
against any European or ton-Moslem nation 
may develop into what Sir Edward Grey 
describes as a wave of fanaticism, directed not 
against one non-Moslem community but 
against all. 

The majority of edueated Moslems in India, 
Turkey, and Egypt are of course averse to 
religions war. The Indian doctors of religion, 
in answer to appeals made to them in 1870-71 
as to what were the necessary conditions of a 
religious war, replied that the whole matter 
hinged aupon the question whether India was 
Dar ul Harb (the land of war) or Darb al 
Islam. The great majority of doctors decided 
that the absence of protection and liberty to 
Mussulmans is essential in a Jehad, and that 
the Mussulmans of India, being protected by 
the State and having full liberty to practise 
their religion and to make converts, dwelt in 
Dar ul Islam, or at least in Dar ul Amam (the 
land of peace). If these conditions applied to 


‘India in 187071, how much more do they 


apply to Egyptin 1906 ? 

Is it too much, then, to ask the U'ema and 
religious leaders of Egypt to give their 
opinion on this matter? By so doing they 
would cut the ground from under the feet of 
a few malcontents and intriguers who are 
trying to excite the ignorant against the 
British Occupation, which, I may say, has 
followed the British policy of tolerance towards 
the members of a somewhat intolerant creed. 
In Egypt there has of course been no inter- 
ference whatever with the predominant creed, 
and in the Sadan the missionary is forbidden 
in large areas ivhabited by Moslem Arabs and 
negroes. 

Islam has moved with the times.The opinions 
formerly held by members of “‘heretical” sects, 
Druses, Babis, etc., are making way among 
educated Mohamedans in Egypt and toa 
greater extent in Turkey. I need only instance 
the’ movement on behalf of female education 
and the gradoal disappearance of polygamy. 
Jebad was in former days aggressive—it is 
now, in theory at least,a defensive measare 
only to be used asa last resort, against an 
oppressive non: Moslem Government. It is there- 
fore to be hoped that with the advance of 
eduzation in Egypt the anti-Christian feeling 
which still shows iteelf—e. g. in the reference 
to a dead “infidel” ag “the damned’ — will 
disappear. Meantime nothing is to be gained 
by ignoring its existence on the one hand or by 
displaying an exaggerated apprehension on the 
other. In my opinion the present unrest will 
subside without farther incident, to the great 
satisfaction of the vast majority of law-abiding 
Moslems and non-Moslems who compose the 
Egyptian people. |

The three men defied the inspector, 
threatening that if he approached they would 
drown him in the canal. 

Taking no notice of the threats, Mr. Ashton 
and the sheikh-el-esbet advanced, when Moh. 
Masr threw a brick which strack Mr. Ashton’s 
horse. Mr. Ashton dismounted and approached 
the men. Masr then threw another brick, 
which s‘rack Mr. Ashton on the month, break- 
ing one tooth and loosening others, 

The sheikh el-esbet refased to assist Mr. 
Ashton, and refused to give the name of the 
assailant, or his own name, or the name of 
the esbet, so Mr. Ashton mounted his horse 
and galloped to the next village, where he 
reported the case. , 

In his evidence given at the preliminary 
enquiry the sheik-al-esbet said he was present 
and saw the assault, but to-day, at the trial, 
he denied seeing anything at all of the assault. 

Two other native witnesses at the preli- 
minary enquiry said they saw the brick being 
thrown by Moh, Masr, but at the trial to-day 
totally denied this. . 

After hearing the counsel for the defence, 
Hassen Bey Nabih sentenced the prisoner 
to four months’ hard laboar.

The Geisha, however, can boast of a discerni- 
ble plot, whicb, moreover, is well carried ont, 
and its music, though not of the highest 
order, is, nevertheless, pleasing. 

Though several faults might be found with 
the representation of the Italian compavy 
now performing in Cairo, it was on the whole 
excellent. Having spoken of faults, let us first 
of all mention them, but at the same time, 
we must say that they were insufficient to spoil |. 
the general effact, to which little exception 
could be tsken. The orchestra was fairly 
well-balanced, though perhaps the bass instra 
ments were every now and then scmewhat 
too prominent, bat they were as a rule rather 
slow in “attack” and generally dragged slight- 
ly. As Mimosa San Signorina Baldi failed to 
impart the necessary “verve.” Except for a 
somewhat exaggerated tremelo, which was 
noticeable in nearly all the principals, she 
sang excellently and, indeed, she has an ex- 
ceptionally clear and pleasing voice, but she 
made a not inconsiderable mistake in giving 
so slow a rendering to all her songs. The 
choras left mach to be desired in their sing- 
ing, the sopranos being often distinctly harsh 
and almost discordsnt at times, while the 
tenora were very feeble. Finally, and perhaps 
mainly, the representation was too mach of a 
parody of this popular English masical comedy 
and not a soficiently literal translation. 

These were the principal faults which could 
be found and now we must mete out the 
considerable praise which is due to the com- 
pany. With the exception of the insufficiently 
representative costumes, no fault could be 
found with the staging. The scenery was 
excellent, the manner in which the chorus per- 
formed was faultless, and the changing coloar- 
ed lights gave a splendid effect to the dancing. 
The principal parts were very well rendered,

GREAT EXHIBITION FOR CAIRO. 

A correspondent sends us an interesting 
suggestion which at least deserves conside- 
ration. He says :— , 

Most of the countries claiming attention in 
the world have followed the lead given to 
England by the inaugoration of the first Great 
Exhibition by the Prince Consort, now so 
long ago that few of us cara to remember the 
date. 

Since then we have seen show after show, 
world’s fairs, and mammoth exhibitions. At 
first given with the idea of showing the in- 
dustries of a nation, this element has gradually 
in many such exhibitions. been. overshadowed 
by the attempts to entertain visitors by sights — 
representative of national life and character. 
In this respect many Anglo-Egyptians are 
familiar with the caricatures of Assouan 
villages and other sights supposed to be 
familiar in Egypt. Occasionally, howaver, as in 
“Venice in London” and later in “Austria in 
London,” Imre Kiralfry, the great entrepre- 
neur of exhibitions, has really given a firat- 
class show. But these are at the best merely to 
interest and entertain and have as their chief 
object the paying of a dividend. The industrial 
exhibitions have generally, unless subsidised 
and managed by a State Government, also 
been financially a success. 

Wonld it not ba possible, say in the season 
at Cairo in 1998 or even 1909, to have a 
Great Exhibition representative of all that 
Egypt can show from her ancient past to her 
picturesque present? Of course, Cairo is an 
exhibition in iteelf. But would it not be 
possible in one space almost under the shadow 
ot the Pyramids to collect interesting exhibits 
from all parts of the world of all that is 
modern in industrial development side by 
side with the antiquities of Egypt, past and 
present? — 

The exhibition of horsemanship, to say 
nothing of camel racing by the Bedouins, before 
the Princa of Wales, was only one of many 
instances which could be cited to show that 
Egypt could provide special pageants and 
sports of world-wide interest. As we are 
always having dinned into our earr, East 
meets West at Port Said, or ought to, but 
does it; perhaps the attractions of Cairo, 
backed up by judicious wor'd wide advertis- 
ing, the enterprise of our tourist and hotel 
companies, and posibly the sympathy of the 
Government might all combine in making 
snécesstal a great Oriental or other exhibition 
in Cairo. 

Come along you Barnums, Kiralfies, Liptons 
or anyone gifted with organizing powers and 
better persuasive force against. apathy, work 
up this idea or at best marshal all the objec- 
tions to it that ingenuity can devise.

REPORTED AGREEMENT. 


The terms of an understanding relative to 
Abyssinia were (the “‘Standard’s” Paris corres- 
pondent says) finally settled at last Wednes- 
day’s meeting in London between Sir Edward 
Grey, M.Cambon (the French Ambassador), 
and Signor Tittoni, on behalf of Italy, subject, 
of course, to the approval of the French and 
Italian Goverrments. A further meeting was 
held on Friday to approve the definite text 
of the agreement. The understanding follows 
the main lines given in““The Standard”’on June 
26 last. First of all, the maintenance of the 
status quo in Abyssinia is ‘guaranteed. The 
country-has been put as far outside the pale 
of political intrigue as possible, and it will 
be difficult to make it the subject of an Alge- 
ciras Conference. At any rate, there will be 
little chance of three signatory Powers falling 
out. In order to define as c'early as may be 
the status quo, the exact position of Abyssinia 
to-day with regard to neighbouring Powers is 
set out in the agreement by the inclasion in 
its schedule of all the agreements entered into 
by those Powers with the Governxent of the 
Negus. Questions of interpretation may arise, 
bat the agresments themselves are ipso facto 
accepted as valid. Equality of commercial 
rights of all nations is, of course, recognised. 

As to that part of the understanding 
which deals with the fature (continues the 
correspondent) and which endeavours to 
anticipate the occurrence of possible unto- 
ward events, following the demise of a 
Sovereign or some other internal crisis, I am 
informed that it was found impossible to lay 
down more than the main lines of a common 

olicy. The signatory Powers will consult 
before taking measures to protect foreign inte- 
rests, or the lives and. property of strangers 
placed in jeopardy, and any one of them will 
notify the others cf her intention to take indi- 
vidual action, in the event of necassity for 
such a step arising. Finally, tha railway 
d'fficulty has been settled. The Ethiopian Rail- 
way Company’s concession, from Jibutil to 
Addis-Abeba, is recognised. The company will 
remain French, but will be reorganised, and 
one British aad ove. Italian director will be 
added to the board of direction. In this 
way it is considered that international 
interests will be protected, under the farther 
agreement not toallow a competing line 
to ba constracted from the east coast. I 
say a competing line, becaase Italy is left free 
to build a railway linking her Erythrian colony 
with her Somaliland possessions, which may, 
if financial and engineering difficalties ever 
permit-its construction, have more. than one 
terminus on the east coast. The successfal 
conclusion of this agreement shows how 
groundless were the assertions made a few 
days ago, in a section of the French Press, 
abont the ancompromising attitade of Signor 
Tittoni. As was stated in “The Standard” 
there never has been any jastification for French 
criticism of Signor Tittoni’s actions, and no 
real fSir of the breakdown of the negotiations, 
now happily terminated.

London, July 6. 
The Money Market. 


Ths usual half-yearly movements of money 
dae to the window-dressing called for by 
bankers’ balence-sheets, as well as the divi- 
dend distribution, including about six millions 
in dividends on Consols, has to some extent 
obscured the monetary position during the 
last few days, but now the effect of these 
is clearing away, & very manifest easy tone 
is supervening. Nor does it appear likely 
that anything will interfere to prevent a 
continuance of easy money for several months 
to come. It is true the Bank shows consi- 
derable withdrawals, notab'y by the publiec, 
no doubt for holiday purposes, and that the 
reserve has been redaced in its proportion 
to liabilities to 414%, bat gold shipments 
to America, which last week appeared to be 
imminent, have not taken place, and in 
view of the large useless balance held by 
the Treasury of the United States, it is not 
thought likely that any large amount will 
be exported without the Treasury coming to 
the rescue of the markets in some form, as 
it certainly woald not pay the United 
States to create dearness of money in En- 
rope, in view of the fact that they have 
borrowed largely, and will want to repay their 
loans. The floating supplies in Paris are being 
freely offered to bankers here, and in view 
of the steady flow of gold from the mines 
it would appear that there should be no 
scarcity, but rather a plethora, of money for 
some time. What will be the requirements 
of gold in America in the Autumn is the 
question bankers are asking themselves. It 
is known that the demand will be very 
large, but before that time the Fowler Bill 
may have become law, or some other means 
found of making use of the Treasury sar- 
plas, equivalent to £70,C00,0C0 sterling, now 
lying idle. Silver is in good demand, and 
although India has a large stock, the good 
crops there will probably necessitate purcha- 
ses almost eqaal to those of last year. 


The Stock Markets. 


Rassia and Sonth Africa continue to be the 
béte noire of the Stock Markete. This unhappy 
combination, which has given endless trouble 
daring the past 18 months, is becoming an 
increasingly distarbing element in the finan- 
cial world, and there is promise of much more 
serious trouble before a settlement in either 
case is effected. 

Russia appears to be rapidly approaching 
the general upheaval, which has beea so long 
anticipated. As for South Africs, the condition 
of things there is unsatisfactory in the extreme. 
The chief indastry of the country has been 
seriously crippled by the constant interference 
of the Government since they came into cffice, 
following upon the disturbance caused by the 
war, and the enormous depreciation in the 
value of the stocks of the mining concerns has 
had an inocalculably depressing effect upon 
investment business generally. In view of the 
hostile attitade of his Majesty's Ministers from 
the first, it is doubtfal if the latest announce- 
ment of Mr. Charchill that importations of 
Chicese to the Rand are to cease in November 
will cause much alarm. 

Daring the latter part of this week markets 
have shown a slightly improved tone, the 
revival, as was the case last week, commencing 
on Wednesday, when most sections showed 
welcome increases of, business. Under this 
influence prices sharply advanced,and although 
there was not a great amount of activity yester- 
day, the tone remained firm. The rumour that 
the Russian Cabinet was about to resign, and 
that in the re-constitation several ir flaential 


members of the Dama would be elected to}

a fall point. Yesterday again the tone was very 
firm, and farther advances were registered, 
North Westerns gaining 3.
